Tfie person may experience 
fatigue, weakness, and 


exhaustion. Loss of appetite 
is usual, often with nausea 
and, weight loss. As liver 
function declines, water 
accumulates In the legs and 
abdomen. In later stages of 
cirrhosis, jaundice (yellow 
skin) may occur. Some 
people experience Intense 
Itching due to bile products 
that are deposited in the 
skin. , 

TREATMENr 

' Treatment Is aimed at 
. stopping' or delaying its 
progress, mlnimiring t,he 
damage to liver cells, dnd 
reducing complications. In 
alcoholic cirrhosis, for 
instance, tfie person must 
stop drinking alcohol. 
Medication may be given to 
control the symptoms lof 
cirrhosis, such as itching. 

SUMMARY 

With .comprehensive 
medical treatment,' patients 
with cirrhosis can often live 
healthy lives for many years. 
Even when complication^ 
develop, they can usually be 
treated by your physician.
